lenge by 14 private power com 
panics of the constitutionality o 
the power program of the Tennes 
sec Valley Authority. 


In a decision delivered by 


tice Roberts, the tribunal held that 
the utilities held no "standing to 
maintain the suit." 


This decision enabled the gov- 


ernment to • continue construction 
of a series of dams in the Tennes- 
see valley and sell surplus power 
produced. 


Justices Butler and McReynolds 
dissented, contending that the de- 
cision "goes too far." 


Justice Reed did not participate 


in the decision. As solicitor general 
he had argued a previous TVA 
case before the tribunal. 


Roberts asserted that "the vice 


of the position" taken by the pow- 
er companies "is that neither char- 
ters nor their local franchises in- 
volve the grant of a monopoly or 
render competition illegal." 


No Legal Status 


"The franchise to exist as a cor- 


poration, and to function as a pub- 
lic utility, in the absence of a spe- 
cific charter contract on the sub- 
ject," the opinion continued, "cre- 
ates no right to be free of competi- 
tion, and affords the corporation 
no legal cause of complaint by 
reason of the state's subsequently 
authorizing another to enter and 
operate in the same field. 


"The local franchises, while hav- 


ing elements of property, confer 
no contractual or property right to 
be free of competition either'from 
individuals, other public utility 
corporations, or the state or mu- 
nicipality granting the franchise. 


The grantor may preclude .it- 


self by contract from initiating or 
permitting such competition, but 
no such contractural obligation is 
here asserted." 


Roberts said that the federal dis- 


trict court "finds that the author- 
ity has not indulged in coercion, 
duress, fraud, or misrepresentation 
in procuring contracts with muni- 
cipalities, cooperatives or other 
purchasers of power; has not acted 
•with any malicious or malevolent 
motive; and has not conspired with

Frankfurter Takes 
Oath as Justice of 
Supreme Tribunal 


Swears to Support Con- 


stitution and to Give 


Impartial Justice 


Washington—VP>—A solemn cere- 


mony 
made Vienna-born Felix 


Frankfurter a member of the su- 
preme court today. 


In the seclusion of an ante-cham- 


ber of the marble court building, 
the new jurist took an oath to sup- 
port the constitution. 


Then, before a packed courtroom, 


he swore with upraised right hand 
to administer justice impartially. 


The first oath was administered 


by Chief Justice Hughes; the sec- 
ond by Charles Elmore Cropley, 
clerk of the court. 


Thus the 56-year-old Harvard 


law professor, who came to this 
country as a 12-year-old Austrian 
immigrant unable to speak a word 
of English, took a seat on the na- 
tion's highest tribunal. 


While many of his former pupils 


and intimate friends looked on, 
frankfurter took the judicial oath 
and promptly occupied the seat left 
vacant by the death last July of 
his intimate friend. Justice Benja- 
min JT. Cardozo. 


Brandeis Absent 


Frankfurter took the oath in the 


absence of his close friend, 82-year- 
old Justice Louis D. Brandeis,* who 
has been ill more than three weeks 
with the grippe 


Frankfurter's appointment is not 


cxuected to change the lineup of 
economic and legal viewpoints on 
he court. Only two of the present 
ustices are described by the ad- 
ministration as conservative — 76- 
ear-old McReynolds and 72-year- 
Id Butler. 
Frankfurter is the third justice 
President Roosevelt has appointed.

Wants Government 
To Trade Cotton 
For War Supplies 


Vinson, Head of House 


N a v a l Committee, 


Makes Suggestion 


Washington—{*)—A proposal that 


the government buy 
$75,000,000 


worth of reserve war materials in 
exchange for surplus cotton was 
advanced today by Chairman Vin- 
son (D-Ga.) of the house nava 
committee. 


Vinson completed drafting a, bill 


which he said would eliminate as 
far-as possible this nation's "dan- 
gerous and costly dependence" on 
foreign countries for its supplies o: 
tin, , manganese, 
chrome. 
tungsten ant 


He predicted his bfll would take 


1,875,000 bales of. surplus cotton off 
the government's hands over a 
three-yesr period. At the same 
time, he said, it would enable the 
navy to acquire a reserve supply of 
minerals and other essential war 
time materials. 


The bill would authorize approp- 


riation of $25,000,000 annually from 
1940 to 1942, inclusive. Acquired 
materials would be stored on naval 
reserves subject to release by the 
president in the event of a national 
emergency. The federal 
surplus 


commodities corporation would 
purchase the materials. 


Vinson's Proposal 


Vinson said it would provide for 


purchase and importation, at the di- 
ection of the secretary of the navy, 
of strategic war materials and also 
would promote the disposition in 
"oreign channels of • surplus farm 
commodities, particularly cotton. 


The dual purpose, he explained, 


would be accomplished by exchang- 
ing surplus farm products lor war 
materials or by selling farm pro- 
ducts abroad and using the pro- 
eeds to buy war materials. The 
chairman did not predict who the 
oreign customers might be. 
A house of appropriations sub- 


-ommittee meanwhile began con- 
ideration of President Roosevelt's 
request for an immediate approp- 
riation of $50,000.000 to give the 
nay air corps more than 500 new 
combat airplanes with necessary 
armament and radio equipment.

Hitler ridiculed any idea that 


nazi Germany was out to attack' 
or divide up North or South Amer- 
ica, China, Australia or the Nether- 
lands. 


In his address, in celebration of 


the sixth anniversary of nazi ruler" 
Hitler launched a bitter attack on. 
bolshevism and hailed the success 
of insurgent Spain as another "val- 
iant defeat of the newest universal 
attempt to destroy the European 
cultured world."

This European Crisis 


The situation in Europe is being 


described is equal in gravity to the 
situation in September. It may be 
that it iff. But in certain important 
respects it is a very different situ- 
ation. For in September the Brit- 
ish and the French 
democracies 


had to decide whether they would 
risk a war in which they would 
have had to attack Germany and 
Italy. That is what supporting the 
Czechs would have meant. Today, 
Hitler and Mussolini have to decide 
whether they will risk a war in 
which they, rather than the French 
and British, would have to take the 


tacked France; it was another thing 
if Franco had to attack Germany. 
For if France had had to 
attack 


Germany, the Czechs would have 
been annihilated long before the 
French could have hoped to make a 
breach in the German lines. Given 
the superiority of the defensive, the 
Czech Army could have 
helped

many; in a war of attack by Ger- 
many now, the Germans have, to be 
sure, more troops available, but 
they would need many more troops 
than they did to hold the French in 
September.

In September the British 
and French peoples were not uni- 
tedly prepared to pay the price in 
blood and treasure of a military 
offensive. Had they gone to war, 
they would have been disunited 
from the start, and from the start 
they would have been asking them- 
selves why they must die and have

small nations of central Europe. 
The diplomatists might tell them 
that in fighting for the Czechs they

Whatever may 
have been the right policy two years 
ago, today there is little doubt, I 
think, that the British and French 
have acted wisely in refusing to 
prolong the civil war. Onl;- in that 
way are they able to clarify their 
real interest in the Spanish ques- 
tion, which is that Spain should re- 
main a genuinely independent na- 
tion. And in taking this 
position 


they are likely to get more support 
among the Spanish people as. a 
whole than they 
could possibly 


have gotten by helping Barcelona to 
resist.

Hands—Off In Spain 


In any event they really had no 


other choice. For what prevented 
them from assisting loyalist Spam 
was not. in the last analysis, the 
threat of Mussolini; it was the fact 
that intervention in the Spanish 
civil war would hopelessly have di- 
vided the French and the British 
at home. A democracy is a democ- 
racy: it cannot face great perils 
except on issues which unite the 
democracy. The civil war in Spam 
had to be removed as an internal 
issue in France and in Britain be- 
fore the two nations could unite 
their peoples on the national is- 
sues which vitally concern them. 


For these reasons one is entitled. 


I think, to have faith that war can 
be averted in the present crisis. It 
all depends on whether Hitler be-

If he does, the chances are that 
he will not strike, and that h« will 
restrain Mussolini. That will pre- 
serve the peace for the time being.

Have More to Do With Policies

Washington—What you have now and have had for some time is this: 


The administration wants to go to the aid of Great Britain and France in 
their struggle against the dictators. In his annual message Roosevelt 
urged that everything—short of war—be done to give these two demo- 
cratic countries help. 


That is a question of broad national policy in which 


congress should have a hand. But the policy has been 
put into effect by executive action. Step by step the 
government is being committed. 


1. The neutrality act was not applied in Japan's 


war against China because the administration thought 
that to apply it would injure China. Actually, appli- 
cation of the neutrality act might have hurt Japan 
much more than China. However that may be. the 
mandatory sections of the neutrality act were not ap- 
plied because administration policy was to the con- 
trary. 


2. Roosevelt recalled our ambassador to Germany. 


Hitler retaliated by recalling his ambassador at Wash- 
ington. Diplomatic relations are maintained by a 
meager thread of formality only.

3, Congress is being urged to fortify Guam although 


the president proceeded upon this in face of some serious questioning 
within the administration. The first step is a small harbor work project. 
It is only a trial balloon for real development of this island which pro- 
jects into Japan's sphere in the Pacific.

It may be that congress and the 


American people want to go to the 
material assistance of Great Bri- 
tain and France, want to hold the 
Philippines and are ready to fight 
for them. If public sentiment fav- 
ors such action that is what will be 
done. The point is that decisions 
vitally involving policy are being 
made without congress, which has 
the war-making power trader the 
constitution, having the opportun- 
ity to decide. 


All of which gives point to the 


resolution of Senator Schwellen- 


bach for a temporary joint commit- 
tee on defense. It would be com- 
posed 
of chairmen and ranking 


members of house and senate com- 
mittees on military, naval and for- 
eign affairs and appropriations. Its 
job would be to investigate the 
whole defense situation, and recom- 
mend a rounded program which co- 
ordinates various aspects of

problem. Such a committee would 
indicate what our policy ought to 
be and what was needed to make 
it effective. As it is we are mov- 
ing blindly and in piecemeal, with- 
out any idea of what we are trying 
to do.

Votes Strict Ban on Use 


Of Relief Money 


For Politics

Washington — The senate of 


the United States has purged it- 
self. It has voted a strict ban on 
the use of relief money for politics. 
This is a great victory for public 


opinion — one 
of the greatest 
in recent years, 
for it is not 
often that a 
political 
insti-

senate. This meant that senators 
had to be consulted before appoint- 
ments were made and that their 
recommendations had to be given 
consideration. It meant also that 
appointees were under personal 
obligation to senators, and thus 
self-perpetuating political machines 
were born. 


The sweeping restrictions just 


voted by the senate undoubtedly 
will be followed by the-house of 
representatives when the relief ap- 
propriation comes back from con- 
ference. The new provisions are 
so far-reaching that they may af- 
fect the new technique of forcing 
contributions for political purposes 
f r o m 
government workers 
by 


means of "banquets" with high 
prices for the tickets. 


There is, to be sure, much loose- 
ness left to be corrected. If it is 
improper for 
government funds 


which go for relief to be used for 
politics, it is equally wrong for 
any government funds and any 
government officials to be concern- 
ed directly or indirectly with the 
collection of any political money 
from government employees, or for 
any governmental influence to be 
exerted on the workers. 


Soliciting Funds 


In private industry, it would be 


regarded as reprehensible for the 
bosses of a factory to tell the work- 
ers how to vote or to elicit 
from 
them contributions for a political 
campaign. Yet cabinet officers who 
are paid out of public funds have 
been in the past active in forming 
organizations which prey 
upon 


government workers both within 
and without the civil service. The 
real victory for clean elections will 
not be won till the laws absolutely 
prohibit government officials from 
soliciting either directly or indi- 
rectly any funds whatsoever from 
any persons employed by the fed- 
eral government 


The senate did not vote the ban 


on relief money in politics out of a 
sense of new-found virtue. Quite the 
contrary, the senate only last June 
refused to pass any restrictions on 


politics in relief and th» majority 
leader of the upper bouse, Senttor 
Berkley, led in that refuuL 
But 


today public opinion, which became 
outraged at what happened 
last 


June, can point to the reversals in 
the elections last autumn u a sign 
of what may be expected In 
the 


next elections unless political skull- 
duggery is eliminated from 
the 


handling of government money paid 
into the treasury by taxpayers of 
all classes and all parties. Nothing 
can contribute so much, 
history 


shows, to the undermining of confi- 
dence in democratic institutions as 
the misuse of public funds collected 
from persons who pay taxes. 


Political Booty 


The record of the Democratic par- 


ty in allocating relief funds, in al- 
locating public works projects and 
in allocating public offices in places 
of strategic importance related to 
an election ,is one that differs only 
in extent and scope from the mis- 
demeanors of the Republican party. 
Politicians have little regard 
for 


scruple when they get hold of pub- 
lic power and the public 
purse. 


That's why, when public opinion 
does succeed in making the politi- 
cians reform themselves or at least 
makes them take away from them- 
selves part of the political booty 
which they believe belongs to them, 
it is, indeed, a triumph for the dem- 
ocratic processes and a 
vigilant 
press. 


For it is well known that, but for 


exposures such as Thomas Stokes 
of the Scripps-Howard papers open- 
ed up in connection with the pri- 
mary campaign in Kentucky 
last 


summer, the country would 
not 


have had as strong a case against 
relief in politics. Likewise, it is to 
the credit of Senator Morris Shep- 
pard of Texas, Democrat, and his 
colleagues on the senate committee 
investigating campaign 
expendi- 


tures—whose reports were widely 
printed by the press—that 
They 


fearlessly exposed the truth about 
politics in relief, and today 
the 


whole senate by a voice vote, led by 
Senator Barkley himself, has gone 
on record in favor of laws forbid- 
ding such practices. 


Wrongdoers 


But there is one big hurdle to be 


overcome before the new laws pro- 
hibiting politics in relief will be 
worth the paper they are written 
on. It is to find some way to compel 
an administration in power 
to 


prosecute wrongdoers of the same 
political affiliation. Thus, the Fed- 
eral Corrupt Practices act was flag- 
rantly violated in connection with 
the 
1936 presidential 
election 


through the sale of campaign text- 
books and by the acceptance by po- 
litical committees of funds solicited 
from corporations, but the depart- 
ment of justice did nothing about 
it. Possibly the answer lies 
in 


amending the laws so as to take the 
department of justice itself out of 
politics by making its law-enforce- 
ment divisions a separate institution 
with a permanent staff and a long- 
er tenure. Or possibly the same end

Unless the multiplication o'f statutory' 


devices originally designed to protect lo- 


I cal enterprise can be halted, free inter- 


course of domestic trade is liable in time 
to become more a fiction than a fact De- 


__ vised to evade the constitutional provi- 
*~sion against the erection of tariff barriers 


by the states, these protective devices 
have operated as a bar to outside com- 
petition and have begotten a recrimina- 
tory punitive spirit that is highly dis- 
turbing. 


Recognizing the danger, the Council 


of State Governments at its fourth as- 
sembly, meeting in Washington, gave the 
subject first place, again demonstrating its 
awareness of problems common to the 
states and its willingness to face 
them 


realistically. This organization is made 
up of Governors, legislative officials and 
members of the commissions on interstate 
co-operation—the one group in a position 
lo act most effectively. 


Governor Siarfce of Missouri did r.ot 


exaggerate in using the word "Balkaniz- 
ing" to characterize the present trend. 
He summed -op the situation in this com- 
prehensive statement: 


'In some instances states have defin- 


itely prescribed new frontiers for busi- 
ness. Some state legislators have enacted 
JEUch legislation concerning special priv- 
ileges for local interests. In fact, these 
siatc barriers constitute z subsidy for or- 
ganized minorities. Experience has stou n 
that -wh;2c a fc*- minority groups reap 
th«> benefits of trade barriers, the great 
corss-mrJng public pays the bills once these 
barriers have been erected." 


The consumers do pay, but, as so often 


Lappenf, they have been slow to awaken 
lo iho true significance of the situation as 
affc-cilng themselves. Of the various sug- 
gestions offered to the assembly, the one 
adopted for a solution through interstate 
compacts appears the most feasible: Much 
of the impetus in the creation of the state 
commissions on interstate co-operation 
came from the Council and there is no rea- 


GUAM 


Of the right of the United States to 


construct a major naval and airplane base 
on the Island of Guam there is no ques- 
tion.' Guam lies in the Western Pacific, 
some 1,500 miles from Japan, which, as 
distances go in that sea, is close. Meas- 
ured according to the speed and cruising 
radius of modern airplanes, the distance 
can be regarded 
as 
almost negligible. 


There is no doubt that creation of such a 
base would be regarded, from the Japan- 
ese viewpoint, as a provocative act. 


Yet our Tight to do so is clear. When 


Japan consented to the 5-5-3 ratio 
at 


Washington in 1921 it was on the under- 
standing that the status quo with regard 
to fortifications and naval bases in the 
Pacific area would be maintained. The 
United States agreed to build no new 
fortifications or naval bases west of Ha- 
waii. 
The stipulations applied also to 


certain Japanese insular possessions. 


The Japanese islands named did not 


include the former German possessions in 
the Pacific mandated to Japan under the 
League of Nations, the terms of which 
mandate prohibit the erection of fortifi- 
cations or naval bases. 
Whether Japan 


has violated this provision is a subject of 
speculation. 


When Japan denounced 
the 
naval 


treaties, this left us free to proceed to 
the fortification of the Philippines,'Guam 
or other Pacific possessions, as well as 
the Aleutian Islands. Our non-fortification 
pledge rested upon the stabilization of the 
political situation in the Pacific. 


That situation has undergone profound 


change. Japan has seized Manchuria, con- 
quered a large portion of China, violated 
the Nine Power Pact, infringed upon for- 
eign rights and interests in that area, shut 
the Open Door and proclaimed herself the 
mistress of Eastern Asia. She is also free 
to build whatever size fleet she pleases. 


For the United States to erect fortifi- 


cations at Guam would serve, in some de- 
gree, to redress the balance. Whether it 
would be wise to do so is another matter. 
The Naval Board wants to go ahead, but 
President Roosevelt hesitates. He is re- 
ported as willing to deepen the harbor for 
"commercial" purposes, but not to go fur- 
ther. The decision is political in the larg- 
est international sense of that word. For- 
tification of Guam will irritate and af- 
front Japan; it will introduce a negative 
influence into Japanese-American rela- 
tionships. It will, in short, be an act of 
provocation. 


If the President and Congress decide 


to go ahead with the project, it should be 
clearly understood that the decision is not 
reached on the technical recommendation 
of naval strategists, but on the broad haz- 
ard that Guam fortified will either affront 
Japan or, as some think, induce her at 
long last to reason with us. 


r-DAlE HARRISON'S- 
In Old New York 


New York—An Arkansas gentleman was will- 


ing to spend three cents /or a stamp just to ask 
me would I mind writing something about my 
childhood days, and all I ncdcd was a teeny 
wccny bit of coaxing; so I said to myself: "Aw, 
come on; Son, and expose yourself," and away 
we go.

However, all others involved in the 


same case have entered pleas of guilty, 
and it is possible to comment on their 
conduct without the danger of the injus- 
tice of pre-judgment. The - principals in 
this smuggling scandal are all persons of 
wealth, financially able to buy jewels and 
gowns in great profusion. And they have 
come by their abundance of means rather 
easily. Yet, they have not hesitated to 
defraud the Government out of a few hun- 
dred dollars. 


In the minds of most citizens, of course, 


the "Government" is an abstract, intan- 
gible thing, rather difficult, for this rea- 
son, to offend or injure. But actually the 
Government is the people, 130,000,000 men 
and women, most of whom struggle des- 
perately to weather the storms of life, to 
pay their way and help maintain those in- 
stitutions that are essential to enlighten- 
ment, security, order and a reasonably 
comfortable life. 


The smugglers, the relief chiselcrs and 


the assorted other crooks, are, accordingly, 
enemies of the masses of the people. It 
is always a pleasure and a source of deep 
satisfaction when they are tripped up. 


I do not want the Arkansas gentleman to 


think that my childhood was just one merry 
round ot smoking burdock, cornsilk and buggy 
whip. There were, of course, other things. Cub- 
ebs, for instance. The unfortunate thing about 
cubebs was that they cost money. They did not, 
like burdock or cornsilk, grow on bushes, as the 
saying goes.

Each day they 
pried and tore and swore at logs 
run aground against rocks, or pil- 
ed in huge jams on bends in the 
river, and when the key logs were 
pried loose it was every man for 
himself over the heaving logs, and 
they bet their lives on their nim- 
ble ability to move like cats to 
safely.

him James, or Mr. George—is 69 
now,

a drive on the Wolf. It's a couple 
of years since he's been able to 
turn a handspring. But back in 
the 80's and 90's, the fame of Jim- 
my George was known throughout 
the timber country as one of the 
best men on the river.

Jim can boast — and contempo- 
raries will bear it out — that he's 
ridden a log or a boat over every 
patch of swift water on the Wolf, 
with the exception of Smoky Falls, 
which no man has ever success- 
fully gone through.

the "Shotgun," one of the swiftest 
moving waters on the Wolf, on a 
log with a 12-foot pole in his hands 
to steer with. And he rode into 
quiet water, wet above the knees, 
but still balanced on his log and 
still handling the pole.

by two jam crews of about t>0 men 
each, and a rear crew of about SO. 
Thc jam crews went -ahead to clear 
thc log jams, and the rear crews 
followed behind to clean up the 
river. The largest log jam remem- 
bered by Jim 
George occurred 


near New London, where a rail- 
road, in driving p'.lings for a new 
draw, had narrowed the channel 
until it resembled a funnel. For 
five miles behind the bottle-neck j 
the log*: piled up solidly on the 


crews swear, and John Evans was 
a hated man for a time. 


After that, however, all floatable 


logs, including cedar, spruce, bass- 
wood and elm in addition to hem- 
lock and pine, went into the drives, 
and in 1908, when the Wisconsin 
Northern railway 
built north of 


Neopit, they began to ship logs by 
rail. Drives after that were much 
smaller and run by independent 
loggers. The, last drive of any pro- 
portion was run by George in 
1924, although there was one small 
one after that, he believes. 


Jim George became 
a timber 


sealer, and was sheriff in 1897-98, 
succeeding his father, for whom he 
was undersheriff. He'served'a term 
in office in 1901-02, and again in: 
1927-28, and was undersher;ff for] 
two other terms also. But for many | 
years he scaled in winter,and ran' 
drives in spring, and when men 
who recall the heyday of lumbering 
tell each other stories, Jim is bound 
to be mentioned sooner or later. 
He is probably the most experi- 
enced veteran of the river still 
living today. 


River Brought Prosperity 


Shawano in those days owed its 


prosperity solely to its position on 
the Wolf river. In fact the first 


the ground, was a river of mud, 
Jimmy recalls. Rough board walks, 
with makeshift patches in spots, 
lined the streets, and the river-men 
left their mark on the board walks 
when they tramped the streets in 
their caulked boots. 


Provisions of all kinds were ob- 


tainable, but the saloons outnum- 
bered the other establishments, 
and, as the veteran sealer says, 
"everything went in the taverns." 
A bunch of river-men and lumber- 
jacks, with a yen for dancing, 
would start a war-dance and the 
caulks would make the slivers fly 
from 
the barroom floor. Fights 


were frequent and it is enough to 
say they were not governed by 
margins of Queensbury rules. 


Jim George now lives in retire- 


ment in Shawano, and in spite of 
his 69 years, still leads an active, 
vigorous life. But it is talk of the! 
old lumbering days that brings a! 
fire to "his eye. as he recalls the 
days when he was one of the 
strongest among the strong, and 
could break his hand on some re- 
calcitrant 
lumberjack 
who just

should bid two hearts. I was well 
aware that this might be consider- 
ed to conflict with the statement 
on page 273 of the Gold Book .... 
"An overcall in the opponents' 
suit requires: At least five honor 
tricks, or freakish distribution, 
which makes a game both prob- 
able and safe, even though partner 
has no assistance." It is true that 
South's hand is one full honor 
trick short of the required five, 
but certainly his hand is freakish. 
Moreover. South has every reason 
to hope for a game in one of his 
three suits. Actually North may 
not have a face card, but if he has 
reasonable length in any of these 
suits he may easily be able to 
bring home the required number 
of tricks. 


"But that is not the whole story. 


Suppose I concede that a two heart 
bid represents a stretch. What of 
it? It still is, by all odds, the bid 
that most nearly expresses South's 
values and potentialities. I do not 
agree with certain authorities that 
a takeout double is suitable on a 
hand such as South's. From long 
observation I am certain that many 
of these doubles are left in by the 
partner with something like K J 9 
x x of the adversely bid suit and 
that the penalty (if any) which is 
collected does not compensate for 
the probable lost game. Once more 
I call readers' attention to the in- 
termediate cards in South's hand 
and earnestly advise them to pay 
more attention to tens and nines 
than apparently they have paid in 
the past.

Working with mothers and children I think I sec something of a com- 


mon habit among mothers. Each of them seems to have in mind some par- 
ticular pattern of child upon which she wants to fashion her youngster. 
Usually the child does not fit the pattern; occasionally it does. 


Having a pattern lor a child's training is a good idea in itself. The 


trouble comes in selecting a pattern that is wrong for the child in ques- 
tion. If he happens to be hand-minded, then trying to make him a scholar " 
wont do. If he happens to be a primitive-minded sort, then trying to 
make a society gentleman of him is not going to succeed. If the girl is a 
domestic being she will not lit the movie-queen pattern. So it goes. 


It is natural lor mothers to dream. It is essential that they have hopes 


and ambitions lor their children. It is most essential, however, that their 
dreams be allied to these hopes and ambitions, and that all of them be 
related to the capacities, the gifts, the nature of the child concerned. If 
this is not so the child is certain to be very unhappy; and I have never 
known an unhappy child to be successful. 


There is an old saying: "Cut your pattern to your cloth." It holds here. 


When the child comes, he is not according to the specifications of the 
dream-child. Perhaps once in a mil- 
lion times he is. The'mother is fac- 
ed with the actual child—not the 
handsome, lairy princeling—but the 
homely, howling youngster with 
more strength than poetry in' his 
make-up. This is no loss. A healthy, 
hearty child is lar more likely to be 
a success in life-than the one who 
looks like a mother's dream. 


Most of the people in the world 


are ordinary. They are born, grow 
into maturity,-fall in love, marry 
and establish homes and families. 
They manage by hard work and 
sacrifice to keep a roof over their 
heads and educate the children. 
That-was the pattern of your par- 
ents' lives, and of your life, if you 
are the usual parent. Why not, then, 
select a pattern for the child, rather 
closer to home and family than to 
the elect and the elite? 


I have met many children—good, 


healthy, ordinary youngsters—mak- 
ing their grades in school, preparing 
for college, getting ready to take 
their places among the rest of us as 
ordinary citizens. I have seen them 
made unhappy, put off their stride 
by the mistaken ambitions of fa- 
ther or mother. Instead of being 
pleased by the steady progress of 
the children these parents were dis- 


satisfied because they were not out- 
standing in some way or other. 
* The Number One child,*the gifted 
child who dances, or acts, or sings, 
is no more likely to be outstanding 
twenty years from now than one of 
these apparently ordinary ones who 
are getting passing marks, taking 
their Regents, graduating on time, 
entering college and business in 
their course. 


I have a deep regard for the or- 


dinary child who is healthy and 
happy and does passing work in 
school. He is a GOOD child and he 
deserves honor, for upon his shoul- 
ders will rest the burden of the next 
generation. It is he and she who will 
establish homes, rear children, pay 
the bills and support this Nation. 
Please give him a chance. He is, in 
my opinion, quite as important as 
any other sort of child, and his pat- 
tern is a very good one for mothers 
to adopt.

Saladin, the Saracen Hero 


I— EARLY LIFE 


Ringing down the centuries has 


come the name of Saladin. He was 
a leader of the Scljuk Turki, and 
he stands out in history because 
he had a kindly and noble nature. 


Saladin led the Turks, but he. 


himself, was not a Turk. He was 
a Kurd, a member of a race which 
had its homeland in Persia and 
nearby parts of Asia. The Kurds 
had white skins, blue or gray eyes, 
and light-cojored hair. There arc 
Kurds in Asia today, but they 
have married a great deal with the 
Turks, and arc not now so much 
of the blond type. 


Saladin's old family home was a 


castle beside the Tigris river. His 
lather had done a favor to a band 
of Turks who were in trouble, and 
this favor was remembered in la- 
ter years. 


When Saladin was nine years 


old, 
his family moved to Damas- 


cus. 
and there his father became 


governor 
Damascus was one of 


the leading cities in the Turkish 
empire, and the boy had happy 
fortune to be taken there. 
He 


learned many things which would 
have been hidden from him if he 
had stayed in the castle by the 
Tigris. He was taught to read 
and write the Arabic language, 
and found great joy in the studv 
of Arabic books. 


"Saladin" is the name that has 


been given in history, but his real 
name was much longer. The Mos- 
lems. 
or 
Saracens, 
called 
him 


"Salah-ed-din Yusuf ibn "Ayub." 
The Christian Crusaders took part 
of the name and turned it into 
Saladin. 


The meanine of "Saladin" mav 


be given as "Honor of the Faith." 
The Saracen hero was. of course, 
a follower of Mohammed. He be- 
lieved that Mohammed had given 
the world the' one and only true 
religion. 
All his life he worked 


to bring victory and power to his 
faith. 


Saladin's life story is bound up 


largely with war. but it was no't 
his wish to have bloodshed. 
He 


wanted the Mohammedan faith to 
win in a peaceful way, if that was 
in any way possible. " 


Forty years before Saladin was 


born, the Crusades, or Wars of the 
Cross, had started. Hundreds of 
thousands of Christians had pour- 
ed into Asia Minor. They had at- 
tacked the Saracens, and "had driv- 
en them out of many parts of the 
Holy Land. 
The Christians still 


were masters of Jerusalem 
and 


several other cites in Palestine. 


When he learned of what had 


happened. Saladin felt that the 
Saracens had suffered wrongs. To 
him_ it seemed shameful that the 
Christians should have come from 
Europe to take away Saracen land. 
and cities 
Believing the Chris- 


tian relisrion was false, he thought 
the Saracens ought to take ba'ck 
Jerusalem, which was a holy city 
to them as well as to the Chris- 
tians. 


As it turned out. Saladin did 


not go near Jerusalem in his early 
life. At the age of 27 he joined 
a Saracen army led by his uncle, 
and went to Egypt.

Dear Mac, 


Though it winded me when I clambered up the hill, though I was al- 


most blown off when I reached the top, though I found myself flat on my 
back in a descent more rapid than anticipated and though I spent last 
evening with my frozen feet in a dishpan full of snow, I had a swell time 
at the Central United States Ski association tournament at New London 
Sunday afternoon. 


Had it not been for a bellowing:, blustery northeast wind that kicked 


up during- the morning and reached a whipping peak in the early after- 
noon, the tourney would have gone into the books as one of the oat- 
standing sports events ever staged in these parts. 


• Knowing you were anxious to attend but confined your activities to 
pill guzzling, I'll sidelight the tourney for you. 


Thousands of fans clogged the highways leading to Mosquito hill and 


every inch of the abundant parking space was filled. Champion riders 
of every size and description were on hand and the stage was all set for 
a real show. Curtain time came and went in a driving snow that conld be 
classified as a blizzard. Few contestants were inclined to go aloft in 
weather like that and fewer spectators expected them to do so. 


Competition was out of the question as the ol' nor'easter* huffed and 


puffed so a couple of local boys who were more familiar with the hill 
jave a couple of exhibition jumps and were lucky to get down without 
3eing blown into the nearby woods. 


The snow didn't last long but it wasn't until about 3 o'clock that the 


wind subsided enough to allow Class A riders to go through their paces. 
Don't, however, get the idea that one had to wet his finger to see from 
whence the breezes did come. 


Despite the tricky air currents, the Class A riders gave a spectacular 


demonstration which reminded one of those newsreel shots that pop up 
annually. Paul BietiU of Isbpeming gave the huge crowd a thrill when he 
exceeded the hill record of 153 feet by one foot. Then Sverre Fredheim 
of St. Paul bnlleted out into space with perfect form and spanked down 
on the 160-foot mark. The slide and hill were in No. 1 condition and, 
given a break in the weather, jumps beyond the big 175 sign were within 
the realm of possibility. 


From here and there—Many of the Class B riders topped the afternoon 


off with some unscheduled spills. ... Class C riders, under 18 years, were 
not permitted to risk their necks. . . . One group of fans indulged in a 
little informal shagging to keep warm and berated "Cy" for not bringing 
his violin ... 


Subtle but effective was the CHICKEN POX sign which appeared in 


the window of one car whenever spectators congregated in front of its 
occupants. ... If all the cameras in evidence were laid end to end, they 
would have stretched from thither to yon 
Shutters clicked incessantly 


at the high fliers (with and without skiis) coming down the hill. 


I'd like to tell you more about the meet, but space grows short. You 


missed it but at least you can walk today.
